The Little Falls Transcript con­ 
tains the following pertaining to the 
magazine soon to be issued by Ton 
gressman Lindbergh: 
Congressman C. A. Lindbergh of 
this city, who recently announced bis 
candidacy for the governorship of 
Minnesota, will be the editor and pub­ 
lisher of a new magazine which will 
make its initial appearance Dec. 
I 
and which will be devoted to nation­ 
al and state problems. 
The magazine 
will be issued quarterly from Wash­ 
ington, where Mr. Lindbergh now is 
preparing for the winter session of 
congress. 
Tile initial number of tile 
magazine will contain the following 
introduction, written by Mr. Lind­ 
bergh : 
"W hen the public elects a citizen 
to big}) office, it removes from him 
part of the freedom which goes with 
private life. 
He then owes ills best 
efforts to serve the public. 
But in 
electing certain of its citizens to of­ 
fice, the public is thereby relieved of 
all 
further responsibility. 
Import­ 
ant problems, in which public rights 
conflict with private practices, must 
be solved. 
These cannot lie speedily 
dealt with by officials who are not 
actively supported in their work. 
It 
is incumbent upon the officials to 
draw up working plans in order that 
their purposes may lie fully under­ 
stood, and in order that the people 
may determine w hither or not such 
plans are to their interests. 
The 
writer has been in office since March 
4. 1907, and prior to that time and 
ever since has studied political, so­ 


cial and economic conditions, and has 
plans matured for certain reforms. 
"One difficulty that officials meet 
with in their work is to reach an un­ 
derstanding with the public so that 
the people themselves may back up 
any undertaking of public service. 
Ordinarily it tak<s too long to get 
results, hut if the public is informed 
in advance of any proper changes, 
then its support can he had in ad­ 
vance and earlier action secured. The 
writer will do what he can along this 
line of work, and to this end, while 
in office, publish a magazine quarter­ 
ly. 
When he goes put of offiee and 
is able to give more time it can be 
Issued oftener. 
, 
"Conditions suround most men and j 
women which cause them to refrain 
from giving expression to many of 
their sound and honest convictions. 
They fear being injured in a social or 
business way if they do. 
They may 
think without harm to their affairs, 
but in many instances must remain 
neutral 
when 
the public 
w e l f a r e 
would lie hest served lf they felt fie* 
to exercise their Influence. 
"T h e literature of many newspap­ 
ers and magazines, also, is frequently 
confusing, because their policies art 
shaped and their articles written in a 
manner to favor the interests of their 
financial supporters. 
But who those 
supporters are and what their inter­ 
ests the public seldom knows, and 
therefore the motives that 
inspire 
the literature of such publications re­ 
main in doubt. 
, 
"A mere knowledge of conditions, 
however, is not sufficient to material­ 
ly benefit us, 
We must make our 
knowledge practical by applying it 
for more favorable results. 
“Heal 
Needs" is a publication having in 
view the securement of material re 
suits. 
It will depend upon the pub­ 
lic for its support and therefore he 
Independent. 
"Subjects discussed by tile press 
generally, with intent to give the 
public all the farts, win not ordin­ 
a r i ly be herein discussed. 
Nothing 
will lie published merely to fill space. 
The purpose is to marshall facts arui 
circumstances in their true meaning. 
land present plans for Improvement 
in such brief form that even the bus­ 
iest can find time to read and analyze 
them. 
The reader will not necessar­ 
ily acept either the facts or the ar­ 
guments herein presented as conclu­ 
sive, but they will he presented iii 
I such form that the reader can obtain 
a clearer understanding and there­ 
fore draw lits own conclusions. This 
issue is merely introductory of a few 
of the facts and fundamental prin­ 
ciples which inspire tile publication 
and are productions of the editor 
alone, hut the publication will in no 
sens'* be a personal organ.

quent issues will contain articles by 
several experienced economists."

Ounce of Prevention is Worth Pound 
of Cure When Applied to the 
Health of a Community 


COMMUNITY WELFARE INCREAS

T hat an ounce of prevention Is 
worth a pound of cure does not ad ­ 
mit of argument, and yet how rarely 
do we apply this axiom to the health 
of a community. 
It tooks a typhoid epidemic that 
cost many hundreds of dollars and 
many precious lives to give us a safe 
water supply, and there Is still some 
doubt as to the efficiency of our ounce 
of prevention in this case. 


But people are still slower to grasp 
the value of the prevention ounce 
when it takes the form of a com­ 
munity for a visiting nurse. 
They 
ask what can such a person do to 
while away her time? 


One thing she can do is to go into 
our schools and teach the children 
the importance of the care of their 
bodies and of fresh air and cleanli­ 
ness in their homes. 
She can ex"**' 
ine backward and deficient chile/.en 
and if she suspects that the caus 
is 
physical, she can get into sympath t- 
ic touch with the parents and it - 
press upon them the importance of 
having these things attended to be­ 
fore the child is seriously 
h andi­ 
capped for life. 
She can also im­ 
press upon the teachers the import­ 
ance of the subject of hygiene, which 
is taught in all grades except the 
very lowest. 
In short she can edu­ 
cate teachers, pupils and parents up 
to a higher standard of health con­ 
ditions and educate the consciences of 
the latter to the point where they 
will not distribute disease germs. 


She can also go Into the homes of 
poorly nourished children and teach 
the mothers how to prepare more 
nourishing food without increasing 
their grocery bills.

“ I am now able f*> write a straight 
ami clear story, with many interesting 
details, of tile fighting in Francs* aud 
Belgium,” says a sjieclal correspondent 
of tile Loudon Daily Chronicle. 
"F o r 
some time it was |ui|Mi«slhu> to obtain 
anything like u connected narrative, 
as divisions, brigades and battalions 
disappeared Into the smoke and could 
only send I ut ck brief messaged to tell 
bow the day was going, how severe 
was the ordeal and how great was the 
success. 
Now, however, after the first 
rush Is over, there is time to tell the 
story of one of the greatest achieve 
meats gained by Grit fish troops in tills 
war. 
"The first two trendies were curried 
with si rush at the (mint of tile bayonet, 
a large number of Germans being kill 
cd. 
Rut the uncut wire made tin* first 
check aud was a formidable obstacle. 
Rut our men, reckless of their lives, at­ 
tacked it desperately. 
They stood up 
limier a deadly lire of machine guns 
and forced their way through the en­ 
tanglement. 


Dead Man Erect In Their Path. 


“ One of the most extraordinary inci­ 
dents among the grim scenes which 
took place in tin* smoke and mist »k> 
curreU when a company of 'kilties,’ ad­ 
vancing at Ila* charge, came face to 
face vv itll a very tall German, who, al­ 
though 
stone 
dead, 
witli 
a 
bullet 
through (tis brain urn! with his face 
blackened wit Ii tin* grime of battle, 
stood erect iii their pat Ii, wedged iii 
some strange way in a low I reach, 
it 
was so startling and uncanny that, 
with one accord, th** wave of men part­ 
ed aud swept each side of him, as 
though some obscene specter burred 
the way. 
“ Rank after rank streamed up, and 
at last tile great tide of men poured 
through and swanned forward to tile 
village, and then, three-quarters of a 
mile farther on, aa they ran shouting 
hoarsely, they were faced by the fire 
from an enormous number of machiua 
girns, ami from every part of tile vil­ 
lage there came Hie steady rattle of 
these weapons, pouring out streams of 
lead. 
There were machine guns in the 
windows of many houses and on top 
of 
the 
“ tower 
bridge"—tall 
mine 
cranes which rose 300 feet from tile 
center of the village—and In the nar­ 
row trenches dug across the streets, 
in the cemetery to the southwest of tile 
town which our men had passed there 
were no less thou IOO machine guns. 
so R was iii Itself a fortification of 
great strength. 


One Briton Captures T h irty Germans. 
“ Here am! there small 
parlies of 
these German troops defended them­ 
selves with the courage of despair and 
would not yield uutll they were killed 
to the last man. 
Others weie cunning 
rather than courageous In their meth­ 
ods of fighting. 
A great mass of them 
were undoubtedly surprised and de­ 
moralized by the rapidity and sweep­ 
ing strength of our attack, and it was 
by the wholesale surrenders that we 
took so large a auntlier of prisoners. 
Men of this class, after the first re­ 
sistance at rifle range or with ma­ 
chine guns. seemed to have no fight
